In 
his  early  days  he  swopped  many  thatjeame  in  for  large  cents  and  in  that  way 
got  a  complete  set  of  them  together. 

The  set  of  large  cents  in  this  issue  has  been  critically  examined  by  one  of 
my  patrons  and  he  will  vouch  for  the  listing.  I  suspect  they  are  all  OK  as  to 
die  vars  and  condition  and  while  thet*e  are  some  not  so  hot  as  the  boys  say, 
there  are  many  that  are  very  choice.  Hope  they  bring  good  bids  as  the 
owner  needs  the  dough. 

Several  people  have  written  me  they  intended  to  send  me  their  complete  set 
of  large  cents  but  keep  holding  off,  I  suppose  hoping  to  get  top  price.  Three 
hundred  of  my  patrons  have  sent  me  lots  and  collections  to  sell.  I  cannot  list 
every.thing  offered  but  will  advise  patrons  always  the  best  way  to  dispose  of 
what  they  have. 

There  are  some  of  the  finest  foreign  crowns  I  have  ever  listed  in  this  auction. 
Prices  may  seem  high  but  they  are  worth  it.  There  are  crowns  which  bring 
$50  to  $100  each  and  sell  to  advanced  collectors  with  little  trouble.  There  are 
many  cheap  crowns  but  they  are  selling  at  double  the  prices  of  6  years  ago. 
I  had  a  collection  in  last  year  that  contained  500  crowns  and  all  had  the  price 
owner  had  paid  for  them  20  to  40  years  ago.  It  hardly  seemed  possible  and 
yet  my  dad  used  to  sell  berries  for  Sets  a  quart  from  the  farm  that  they 
wanted  up  to  70cts  a  quart  for  in  our  city  this  year. 


For  your  information  nearly  all  the  choice  pieces  of  paper  money  in  this 
list  are  from  the  famous  Green  collection.  That  collection  has  now  all  been 
absorbed  by  the  public  or  nearly  all  of  it.  No  dealer  has  much  of  anything 
left  at  present.  I  hear  some  western  dealers  who  have  been  liberal  buyers, 
now  have  to  scratch  around  for  stock.  The  war  prices,  if  one  may  call  it  that, 
brought  on  the  market  very  few  really  large  collections.  Higher  prices  will 
continue  to  prevail. 

The  Wayte  Raymond  Standard  Catalogue  of  USA  coins  will  likely  be  in 
stock  by  the  time  this  booklet  is  mailed.  If  you  wish  a  copy  mark  it  on  your 
bid  sheet  and  I  will  send  at  once.  The  price  this  edition  is  $3  each.  Do  not 
delay  ordering  too  long  or  you  may  be  disappointed  as  many  were  last  year. 
No  collector  should  buy  US  Coins  without  this  book  on  his  desk.
